That was a strong address of James 
•I Hill, delivered the other day at the 
Minnesota state fair. In which he de 
clared that in agriculture was to be 
found the salvation of the country 
' Within 44 years." he said, “we shall 
have to meet the wants of more than 
200,000.090 people. In less than 20 
years from this moment the United 
States will have 130.000.000 people. 
Where are these people, not of some 
dim. distant age. but of this very gen 
eraUon now growing to manhood, tq 
he employed and how supported 1 
When the searchlight is thus suddenly 
turned on we recognise not a mere 
speculation, but the grim face of that, 
apecter which donfronts i the unem 
ployed, tramping, hateful streets tn 
hope of food and shelter." Having 
thus predicted the peril to the country 
of the increasing number of the unem 
ployed. Mr Hill points to the farm— 
the amall farm—as the only escape. 
He declares that the first requisite is 
‘a clear recognition on the part of 
the whole people, from the highest 
down to the lowest, that the tillage 
of the soil Is the natural and most 
desirable occupation for man. Vo which 
every other Is subsidiary' and to which 
all else must In the end yield. And 
then as a means of stimulus and edu¬ 
cation. Mr. Hill saya, "the govern¬ 
ment should establish a small model 
farm on ita own land In every rural 
congressional district, later perhaps 
In every county hi the agricultural 
states. Let the department of agri¬ 
culture show exactly what can be 
done on a small tract of land by prop¬ 
er cultivation, moderate fertilizing and 
due rotation of crops. The sight of 
the fields, and their contrast with 
those of*neighbors, ‘the knowledge of 
yields secured and profits possible, 
would be worth more' than all the 
pamphlets poured out from the gov¬ 
ernment printing office in years/’ 


tneir courses in tnose branches of agri¬ 
culture and domestic science which 
would belter fit them for their duties, 
and make their lot easier? There Is a 
suggestion for America in the estab¬ 
lishing by Belgium of free schools for 
the purpose of giving girls Instruction 
in housekeeping as related to the 
farm, and In various phases of agri¬ 
culture closely linked therewith, such 
as gardening, poultry keeping, dairy¬ 
ing, etc. Girls are admitted to the 
schools when 15 years old, and kept In 
training for ten months. During that 
time they are expected to study and 
master the elements of agriculture, 
dairy farming, housekeeping and ac- 
uouitts, and be prepared to go out lb 
the Jworld and practice the lesson? 
taught, in many Instances becoming 
teachers. Belgium is a thickly popu¬ 
lated country. There are numerous 
cities and towns that‘tempt the young 
pedple to leave the farms. The daugh¬ 
ters of well-to-do farmers are inclined 
to take life easy and try to live above 
wbrklng on the ftrm. It was to cor¬ 
rect this growing evil that the new 
schools were instituted. Every school 
admits 15 pupils. Every girl has a 
room to herself, and must take proper 
care of It while she remains a student. 
All are dressed alike, and their cloth¬ 
ing is made of ordinary material. A 
term of ten months generally enthuses 
the pupil with a liking for the farm, 
and results In keeping the girls at 
home and benefiting the country by 
their lives of usefulness

Chicago, Nov. 6 —Wilbur Glenn Vo 
lWa opened hla heart to a company ol 
la* follower* in Kenosha, and told ol 
hia plans for the erection of a new 
Zion which he would make the great 
eet religious colony in the world Th« 
plan of Vollva is to bring togethet 
again the soattered forces of Zion 
City In hia Kenosha address Vollva 
started to Ulk on "The Kingdom ol 
Ood," and then he outlined bia project. 

At the climax of his oration he qual 
filed hla faith sotfar a a to threaten 
(hat If hla religious plans should prove 
impracticable he would become an In 
idel. and smash the orthodox 
Churches." 

“I am not as yet ready to give my 
policies to the world In a written state 
mem. he said, "but in a few weeks 1 
will issue a statement which will make 
(heir heads swim at Zion City. These 
policies of mine shall be as different 
from those of John Alexander Dowie 
aa day is from night. 

"The first command that shall be 
observed in the new city is absolute 
freedom from debt. Neither Zion not 
a man in Zion shall owe a cent. John 
Alexander Dowie went into debt and 
(his sent him to the devil. 

Cleans Up a Mess. 

“In the last ten years John Alexan- 
der Dowie received from his followers 
between 112,000.000 and »20.000.0 <mi 
and with this great hoard he made ol 
Zion a gigantic failure. Simply give 
me one third of this amount and I will 
make of Zion ihe greatest success that 
the world has ever known.

Up-to-Date Farming: In the future | 
it will be the plan of the A. S. of E. 1 
to organize by particular crops, and I 
instead of making its efforts general, 
as in the past, it will seek out the | 
heavy producing sections for a crop or 
crops and then throw all its energies 
into those sections. 

The wisoom of such a plan can be' 
seen in the tobaccp and peanut dis¬ 
tricts. These are two drops in which 
the growers are in control (the peanut 
growers will control this year’s crop. 
Tobacco has been under sufficient con¬ 
trol for two years to compel the 
prices.) In these districts there is no 
trouble about members backsliding or 
locals "going to sleep.” They are con¬ 
stantly wide awake because they have 
business to do and they see the bene- I 
fits. 

We will now undertake larger propo¬ 
sitions, for instance, wheat and pota-1 
toes and apples all ofTer inviting fields. 
Also cotton needs the A. S. or E. plan, 
of controlling and directing marketing i 
completed. At the annual meeting was J 
a map shaded to represent the heavy j 
producing sections for wheat, potatoes, ' 
tobacco, peanuts and cotton. A study , 
of the map was a strong object lesson 
to show how comparatively small is the j 
territory that will need to be organized 
to secure as definite results for any of ! 
these crops as for the ones mentioned. j 
Also by organizing these special crops 
the field gradually narrows down and ! 
soon the whole country may be organ¬ 
ized, although every important .crop 
will be under control and prices defi¬ 
nitely made before that is necessary. 
Every present member and eyery pres¬ 
ent local union can afford to have pa¬ 
tience until the power of the A. S. of 
E. can be directed on the crops that 
particularly interest them.

The event of greatest importance in 
Burley tobacco circles during the past 
few - weeks was the freeze occuring 
during, the week ending October 13. 
There was much tobacco out in the 
fields and on scaffolds, and a great deal 
of the housed tobacco was green and 
full of sap. The freeze practically 
luined all green tobacco, and the loss 
is estimated from 10 to 25 per lent, of 
the crop, or from $1,000,000 to $6,000,- 
000 . 

The question now confronting the 
Burley growers is this: "What is the 
Burley crop worth in view of this cal¬ 
amity? Also, how much of the surplus 
of previous years will it require to 
i make good the shortage occasioned by 
the frost and how much did the grow¬ 
ers loose by selling previous crops at a 
low price on the basis of an overpro¬ 
duction, when that surplus is now in 
such demand. 

The Burley growers ought to be in a 
pos^ion to know all the facts and to 
decide this matter quickly and correct¬ 
ly. Were they properly organized this 
I would be easily possible. The tobacco 
I growers of this country will never 
I know how much they have lost in the 
past until they know the facts concern¬ 
ing the production and consumption of 
tobacco. Organization is the only 
means whereby they can use their 
knowledge and power effectively. And 
we are glad to say that the Burle; 
growers are organizing rapidly. Organ¬ 
izers who are veterans in the work in 
Western Kentucky and many who have 
recently been appointed from the Bur¬ 
ley district will conduct a vigorous 
campaign in the Burley counties during < 
the next few weeks.
